much intoercst not only among architects, planncrs, urbanists and studonts of thoso 

subjects, but among tho public in gonoral throughout Amorica (Soe Bolotin, January- 
Fobruary, 1956, p.3). 


Tho author of tho project «who was solocted from among twenty six prosontod by 
the most outstanding architects and plannors of Brazil= is Lucio Costa who was born 
in Toulon, France, on Fobruary 27, 1902 and who belongs to the group of young 
Brazilian artists influoncod by advanced vanguard ideas which aroso in Brazil aftor 
the "Modern Art Wock" held in Sao Paulo in May, 1922, 


Sir William Hartford, an Englishman, who was a mombor of tho international ¿jury 
of plannors that soleoted the projoct to be undertakon, has said that this is tho 
"ercatest contribution to urbanism in our contury", 


Tho nuclous of Brasilia, designod as tho first capital of tho world in tho air 
ora, is a cross which resombles a huge airplane with slightly curvcd wings, on tino 
ends of which are tho arms that border the lako, The governmont buildings are 
groupod along tho axis botwecn the head and tail of the airplanc; the othor axis is 
formod by tho apartment housos along the wings. 


Among the miny projocts made by Lucio Costa that have boon sclectod in compori- 
tions 1s that of tho building for tho Ministry of Education of Brazil constructo in 
1939 and which even to=day is the sign of progress and a keystone in modern 
architocture, not only in Brazil but in all tho Wostern Homisphero (the building cf 
the General Socretariat of the United Nations in New York is quito similar).

A CUBA, Havana, Municipal Montal Hygicno and Nourospsychiatry Disponsary, Tho 
yor of Havana, Mr. Justo luis Pozc y dol Puerto, on Soptembor 17 of this yoar 


inaugurated this new municipal servico, tho purpose of which is to provido trcatment 
for tho sick with small rosourcos who suffcr from nourosis, psychosis, vho nocd 
rocducationy Cc. treatments which they cannot pay for. The servico will bo 
gratuitous aftor an investigátion has bocn mado of the social systen that will oporato 
undor tho rogulations in force for such systoms. 


Tho building of this modern dispensary, the total cost of vhich was $195,000 
¿(mitthout including the valuo of the land on which it has bcen built), is in the form 
“of an H, with torrazzo floors, plastic doors, aluminum and glass windows, walls 
covercd with plastic material and indircci music. The extcrior has its parking 

space for its motorizcd equipment and for its persomnncl and is surroundod by 
beautiful gardons. It has thrco waiting rooms with a capacity for 3500 porsons; cight 
consultation roomsg a contral oxygen system with adoquate cquipmont;z clectroshock 
departmontss with a privatc ontrance and doparturc doors, used for the simultanoous 
application of four treatmonts, and a recovery room for all, 


It also has a dopartmont of olcctrooncephalogram, cardiology, cloctrocradiograph.s 
and basitocardiogrophs and radioscopoz X=rays with oquipmonts with 200 accossorics 
and a room for tho radiologist; a pharmacy, laboratory, gasothcraphy, as well as 
waiting rooms for tho soveral spoccialtios to be treated; senitary servicos for 
physicions and nursos and. a hall of sossion, a11 oquippod with air conditioning. 


This month also, the Mayor of Havana jinauguratod at tho "Nerccdos dol Puerto" 
Municipal Clinical=Surgical Hospital (Soc Bolotin, Volume XVIII, July-=August 1958, 
p. 4) a dopartment in which was installod an apparatus known 28 "Cobalt 60 Bomb" to 
be uscd in fighting cancor. As explaincd by Dr. Ricardo Fustó, who is at tho head 
of the now departmont, tho rato of radiation of this apparatus is approximatoly 
“equal to two million Watts, which allows it to bc uscd in docply saturated tumors. 
The skin is moro highly protected and the bonos and cartilago absorb a lowor amount 
of radiation which makes nocrosis less probablo. Ho said that this apparatus has 
advantagos over other providing conventional theraphy inasmch 25 the pendular and 
rotating radiation thcroof is bottor for ccrtain kinds of tumors than Static Thoraphy.

In Havana 63,75% of the total is in circulation, a thing which can easy be 
understood merely by seeing the immense traffic in circulation at all hours. Like- 
wise the largest agencies and service stations are located in the capital city, 
besides some tire factories that have been in operation for some years. 

During 1957, the months of January and December, the first and last of the year, 
were the best months for the business. In December 5,001 units were sold and in 
January, 2,5622 The worse month was July in which only 845 were sold. The grand 
total reached 22,077, one of the best yoars of all times in this business, 

The three great producers of the industry, General Motors, Chrysler and Ford 
accounted for 78,40% of all sales, Ford holding the second place after having taken 
the first place away from Chevrolet, the previous year. General Motors was at the 
top with a total of 37,8%, 

Tho great surprise was given by the European cars which doubled their percentage 
of tho previous year. This can give us a good idea of the great acceptance had 
to=dey by those automobiles in all the markets of the world. If the American industry 
does not decido to place small cars on the market, comments Jordán= it will lose 
meny clients in 1959 and 1960, when the exports expect greater number of sale of the 
smaller European cars, 

Of the European cars the English Ford continued to lead with a sale of 522 units 
in 1957, it being followed by Volkswagen and Opel, These last two, made in Gormany, 
have mado great progress in the favor of the Cuban public, since three or four years 
ago they were hardly seen on the streets. Hillman, Land Rover, Simoa and Toyota = 
the lattor of Japanese manufacture» hold the following places in that ordor, 

The largost selling car was Chevrolet which obtained 19.7% of the total imports. 
Ford hold second place with 14.3% and those were followod by Dodge, Willys and 
Buick. This last car has displaced from the first places mmkos such as Plymouth, 
Chrysler and others which had always held a high place in salos, 


CHILE. Traffic, The powers of the cities on this subject have beon restored to 
thom undor a bill that has just been drafted by a Commission made up by the Under 
Secretary of Transportation and the Traffic Directors of tho citios of Santiago and 
Valparaiso. The duality of orgens which in tho opinion of the Commission cannot 
be explained, disappoars under this bill, inasmch as the municipalitics have all the 

technical organs necessary for solving the probloms of this kind in their rospective 
jurisdiotions. Novertheless, the setting of tariffs remtins in the hands of the 
Traffic Corporation which has its seat at the capital of tho Republic, 


Among the ponalties that will be imposed on podostrians is a fine that will be 
imposod upon them when they are responsible for traffic accidonts or violato tho 
rules for crossing of streots, In case of a doubt on the responsbility of tho 
podestrian who is charged with certain violations, the method of testing for the 
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presence of alcohol is to bo prectised, 


====Housine at Tomuoo, With tho cooporation of the municipality and the Fund of tho 
Municipal Employees of Chilo, this city with a population of 92,000 will have a new 
section for municipal employoos, consisting of 18 homes. Theo loan given by tho Fund 
has provided tho mannor for having all tho city omployoos boeomo omors of thoir 
homos, this boing tho first city in the country in which this has occurred. 


-=---Concepcion Vastor Plan, By resolution of tho City Council the Mastor Plan is to 
bo rovised and modernized in accordance with tho requiroments of tho city which, 
according to tho data available, has a population of about 137,000, Bosidos, to that 
end it has bcon planncd to soek tho cooperation of the Chilcan Collogo of Architocts 
to suggest tho nemos of the city plameors spccielists on the subjoct.

Tho Report of tho Fund montions changes mado in its Regulations and buildings, 
“in preventivo modicino and mortgage loans, under which greater facilitios are offored 
to the beneficiaries, but on the other hand, some limitations have been established 
in order to prevent the abuses that are being committed, 


Those are the advantages obtained by the employees of the city government of 
Santiago through this association, and if read the reporst rendered by the official 
organ of the Chilean Municipal Employees entitled "Cabildo", we see that the 
associations of this kind that exist in other parts of the country provide the same 
advantages and offer the same stimultation to their members. 


The Chilean city government can “well be proud of the union and the desire for 
improvement shovn by their employees.

This conference was held under the presideney of the Honorable Robert F, WWgner, 
Mayor of New York, who delivercd an eloquent address regarding the problems caused 
by the growth of the urban population and the duties of tho municipal administration.

WMiding their historical progress. 


Their loortion, following those blind foroes, is placed in zones whose present 
a ] conditions should not be used for the growth of tho city, The majority 
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of the prolotarian subdivisions aro located in tho Northern part of the city, 
spocially in úhe Northeast quarter, Thoir geographical disadvantago lies in the 
microclimate of that zone, which by being located in the very bed of lake Texcoco, 
suffers all tho defects of its drying up; an almost total lack of vegetation and 
bad odors from tho Great Drainage Canal, 


y ho urbanistic disadvantago of the zono lios in the largo railroad and 
industrial concentrations, which due to thoir natural inconvenicncos cause large 
investments in the matter of housing to turn away, Wherefore the urban growth 
deployed toward the South, 


For those reasons it is understood why, without a plan, the factor '"yalue of 
the land” blindly determinod this placo to be chosen thus responding to the demand 
for space made by people with scarce resourcos. 


The prolotarian subdivisions are urbanistically inert, since thoir population, 
lacking resources, is not capacitated to undertake large investment and thus start 
en evaluation of the land. On tho other hand privato initiative from the outside 
likewise finds no attraction for investing therein. The only possible source of 
investment is represented by the Public Power which from time to time undortakes 
public works, For this reason an intolligont plaming of invostment on the subject 
of public works is ossontial, 


"In minimizing the intornal and external forces of private initiativo due to 
the lightly lucrative spocial demand” says the author, "we do not moon that such 
deomands do not exist, but that a task of coordination is requircd to mobilize them 
in a collective, solidary and wol11 planncd manner, to guaranice and mako attractive 
such investments", leter on he adds: "this work can be done by the public power 
alone", 


In referring to the socio=economic make up of the people who inhabit the 
subdivisions, he says that they belong to the sector of minimun income of the urban 
economy that has not been able adequately to absorb them und who receive salaries 
that practically prevent them from maintaining a minimum standard of living, 


In his opinion and due to the existing circumstances "every program of action 
in prolotarian subdivisions should be organized on the basis of opening additio=:1 
sources of family income and allow the creation of domestic economies suppleme.:”u.y 
of agricultural or artisan activities, adequately zones or adjacent to the fam. -y 
dwelling", 


The social study of the proletarian subdivisions cannot be handled in a 
simplified manner, as a function to the present urban conditions of their inhabitants, 
since the majority of them come from smaller towns in the Mexican provinces,. For 
this reason, it represents a breakdown in the continuity of their social life, since 
they must face a social organization different from the rural environment from 
whence they have come. Unfortunately this change does not move them toward 
improvement but rather represents a true social regression. 


Tho Mexican town has a well organized social structure, rooted in centuries of 
tradition, This strong social organization maintains a great powcr over the 
individual whom it controls through the social pressure that is exerted, This 
social organization that becomes a great degreo of depondonoy is possiblo thanks to 
the physical status of the town as well as to its social institutions which 
encourages the social interohango of all its inhabitants creating a high degree of 


social solidarity. 
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In the prolotarian subdivisions this social solidarity is substituted by 
anarchy and individualism, In order to hold the social order coercitive police 
methods Are used instoad of tho most natural ordor of a small town which makes use 
oral power of public opinion and not of physical force. At the samo time 
Ae EAS that roprossos the anti=social manifostaltions woakens, tne social 

A o is reduced to the minim:n expression, Tho irolationism takos he place of 
cocxistence and human interclango,

situation of tho prolotarian subdivisions, thoy aro not comunitics, thoy are morely 
grouping of dwellings. Thero the social life that dovelops is an accident and not 
an inhorcnt part of the vitel procoss. 


"Modorn urbanism inspired on a solid sociological basis has doolarod that 
between the conter of the town and the city thore should not ho an abyss 5hs% cannot 
be crosscd, The basio social organizotion of tho towr is possible in the cti The 
city should be socially superior and not inferior to the town, For this pu: pose an 
organio structuro of the city is required, The city should be the comp'.ex 
organization of small towns with their own internal social life, and thoso thet in 
turn are located about a higher rank as to centers of population, should culminate 
in the great center or heart of the city. If the small tom is a cell the city is 
not the same cell of a larger size but is an organ made up of multiple cells 
organized into complex shapes of an upward moving hierarchy, 


"In this way urban life will become socially superior because in addition to 
all the disadvantages pertaining to a town, it has the higher ranking institutions 
that are possible thanks to the sociomeconomie concurrence of the number of towns 
that form the city. 


"In the present city the majority of the individuals are disgregated atoms. In 
the city in which modern urbanism is advocated, social orgens appear by virtue of 
the physical organization that is proposed. 


"The problem of the proletarian subdivisions is not solved merely by constrmict- 
ing houses but by forming communities with these houses around the social organs', 


And he ends his article by going into further considerations regarding the urban 
development of the proletarian subdivisions, dwellings, work, cultivation of the 
personality and media of communications, 


PERU, Control of Rabies; The municipalitios of the nation should collaborate 
with The National Anti-Rabies Commission which was recontly oreated, providing 
facilities As to premises and personnel of inspection as might be necessary, This 
Commission will act as an advisor and consultant and will have direct intervention 
in all matters regarding income, oxpendituros and budget, Voterinay Public Hea 1th 
Servico of the Division of Communicable Diseases shall directly handlo tho work with 
power to delegate its functions in the health authorities of tho locality that may 
be required for that purpose. Bosides, thc Commission will act as the coordinator 
of all action related to the control of rabies in the national territory,

will be presented to tho Ministry of Dovelopment and Public Works which shall 
validoto them for a period of two yoars at tho ond of which the cities may plan such 
changes As they doom pertinont for their correction, In caso of a chango the same 
stops that wore followed previously must be started ovcr again and until tho plan 
has been approved the original plan will remain in forco. 


Prohibition of rocoiving salaries and ponsions simultancous ly. In view of the 


constant infringements of tho law that wero taking place a Docreo was enacted under 

which all servants of the State, including the municipalities, public charitable 
- institutions, fiscalizcd companies and fiscal concerns who simultancously are 
roceiving a salary and a pension from the State shall be immodiatoly dismisscd, 
without prejudico to tho economic liability in which thoy may have incurrod, There 
is one exception and that is regarding tho persons who, whon the first law was 
promulgated in 1946 recoived salarios and ponsion undor laws in force up to that 
timo, who may continuo to receive both provided that thoy do not in tho aggregato 
excced a cortain sot amount. This amount was augmontod under anothor law promulgated 
in 1947 which also provided that two salaries, two ponsions or one salary and one 
pension may bo reccived simultancously vwhen any of thom are from servicos for 
teaching. 


Municipal Transportation System. The Provincial Council of Lima rccont 
oapplicd for and obtainod an oxtraordinary loan in tho equivalont sum of $600,000 in 
gold soles for the purchaso of automobile busos and ropair parts for the purpose of 
augmenting this important servico in the capital city. 1tis expected that the 
oxploitation of tho sorvice will nid to a great oxtont the mocting of tho 
obligations contracted by tho municipality. 


Tho Lima City Govornmont will help its omploycos acquirc their Homes. During 
tho past four years The Provincial Council of Limo has sot up a fund destincd for 
this purpose. Recently thirty employcos of tho Council reccived from tho Mayor, 
Ver, Hector García Ribeyro tho credentials for the respective loans that will allow 
thom to start tho construction of their homes vory shortly. It is the purpose of the 


city to continue gronting theso loans to i5s employees. 


Arequipa. According to tho Informtivo Supplement of CINVA June=July 1958, tho 
Office of Tochnical Assistanco of Árcquipa has started a program of self aid and 
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mutual aid for housing in popular subdivisions, arcas of land surrounding Arequipa 
subdividod into lots by persons intercstod in ovning thoir own homes vwho at presont 
livo in city slums and tonemont buildings. Many of thoso persons aro rofugoos from 
tho January 15, 1958 carthquako. This program is carricd on with tho coordination 
of the Assistance Committoo in charge of collecting donations for the victims of 
tho earthquako which is 21so to provide tho funds for acquiring tho metorials 
which will in turn be assignod to the bonoficiarica undor long torm loans. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, Dominican Municipal Loaguo. In its "Stotistical Bulletin 
for Fobruary 1958, tho longue reports vory interesting data rogording the munici- 
palitios of its country which during tho past fow years havo achiovod a considerable 
incroaso in thoir rovonuo which has sorvod thom for incroosing tho quantity and 
quality of municipal servicos, 


+ As rogards waterworks, fifty cight municipalitics maintain tho water servico 
with profit, thus contributing to health, comfort and hygienc of thoir respective 
communities and producing for the municipal treasury 14,17% of the total revenue. 


Sixty five is the number of cities and towns tha; have benefitted by the 
municipal electric light and power service whiuh is m6inteined by the city 
govermments in spite of the fact that this is a burder to them, in order to benefit 
these commmities, inasmuch as the Dominican Electric Corporation has not as yet 
carried its lines to them, 


The attention paid by the city governments to the municipal public libraries 
must be emphasized, there being already libraries in sixty towns, 


The system for the purchase of personal property and the construction of 
municipal works followed by the municipal governments is by means of bids which 
allows them to obtain the lowest prices and works and articles of good quality. 


The national collections are made by the municipal treasuries but the revenue 
thus collected is not revenue for the municipalities. 


The executive Committee of the Dominican Municipal League is prosidod over by 
Mr. Virgilio Alvaroz Pina, Secretary of State for the Interior, its General Secretary 


being Dr. Jaime M. Fernández G. 


For the purpose of its organization and operation the Dominican Municipal 
League has a General Secretariat that has two Divisions; Acqueducts and Windmills 
and Engineering and Electric Plants; and the following Sections: Juridical, Ac» 
counting; Survey, Inspectionz Statistics and Publications and Procedure, Archives 
and Persomnel, 


VENEZUELA, Caracas. The Informiwtive Supplement of CINVA at Bogotá announcos 
that recently a Commission has been organized for the creation of a municipal 
organization for planning in the metropolitan arca of Caracas, This Commission has 
been designated for two reasons: for the Federal District and the District of Sucre, 
in addition a representativo of the Architects Association and another of the Vene- 


zuelan College of Engineors are membors thereof,
